“AN ALTAR FRONT” 


In a church in the Romanesque style, it is proposed 
to erect an altar which will be in keeping with the 
architecture of the church. 

The Altar Front is to be ten feet wide and forty-two 
inches high and is to be divided into three panels as 
shown on the accompanying blue print. 

These panels are to be decorated by sculptural re- 
liefs done in the Romanesque style and the subjects of 
the reliefs must be of a religious nature. 

The problem, therefore, is to design the decorations 
for an Altar Front, the reliefs of the panels not to pro- 
ject beyond the surface of the pilasters and the back- 
ground of the reliefs not to be more than four inches 
in depth.

SCHOLARSHIPS 


Two scholarships of $500 each to the Fontainebleau 
School of Fine Arts will be awarded for the best de- 
signs submitted for this program. ‘To be eligible for 
these scholarships, the students must be citizens of the 
United States (a condition fixed by the Regulations of 
the French Government for the Fontainebleau School), 
and must be registered in Class “A”. Drawings must 
be signed in ink as usual, with the additional statement, 
“T am a citizen of the United States,” by any student 
competing for the two scholarships. Submitting a de- 
sign so signed constitutes an agreement to all the con- 
ditions contained in the announcement of these scholar- 
ships. “The winners must provide within ten days evi- 
dence of their citizenship. 

“AS MASONIC TEMPLE” 

A Masonic Fraternity has acquired an elevated site 
400 feet square, surrounded on three sides by avenues, 
commanding a view of a great city, on which they plan 
to erect a Masonic Temple. 

The requirements are: 

On the first floor: 

1. A large entrance vestibule with elevators, stair- 
ways, etc. , 

2. Ample office space for the Grand Master, Grand 
Secretary, and subordinate officers, with generous re- 
ception room and necessary service facilities, like a 
series of executives’ offices of a company. 

3. Two large lodge rooms, approximately 80 feet by 
100 feet, each with anteroom, tyler’s room, candidates’ 
reception room, committee room and organ loft. 

4. Cloak room, toilets, and locker room. 

All lodge rooms are to have their main axes east and 
west and where possible shall be entered from the west, 
where will be located the necessary accessory rooms. 

On the upper floors: 

1. Six small lodge rooms, approximately 50 feet by 
100 feet including anterooms, etc. 

All lodge rooms have a minimum working space be- 
tween the east and west platforms of 60 feet by not less 
than 21 feet in width. ‘Tiers of seats shall be arranged 
to the north and south of this working space, permit- 
ting the lodge members to view the ceremonies. 

2. The Masonic Library, consisting of reading room, 
study alcove and stack space.
